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The invention relates to a method for the 
production of sulphamic acid halogenides of primary or 
secondary amines, comprising the following steps: i) 
reaction of a primary or secondary amine A1 with at 
least equimolar amounts of S03 or an S03 source in the 
presence of at least equimolar amounts of a tertiary 
amine A2, respectively in relation to amine A1, and ii) 
reaction of the reaction mixture obtained in step i) 
with at least the stochiometrically required amount of 
phosphorus halogenide.
